T HE decisive step toward the 
* forining of a pew George 
Washington University Athletic 
■ Association was taken by an en- 
thusiastic meeting in the Medical 
Building of the University on last 
Tuesday. , 

The meeting was called to order 
by Mr. English, the president of 
the Association of Class Presidents 
who outlined in a short speech the 
action which had already 'been 
taken at the meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Class Presidents as re- 
ported elsewhere in the Hatchet. 
He further stated that he had inter- 
viewed President Stockton on the 
matter and tfiSR he had re-affirmed 
his desire to athletics renewed 
but that the existing deficit must 
first be removed.' 

, He then called on several men 
present who were particularly in- 
terested in athletics for short 
speeches. Among them were Mr.

f er of the Track Team last year, 
Ir. Keafs, also a former Track 
Manager and runner, Mr. Nash 
and Mr. Gorman who spoke in par- 
ticular on basketball. Mr. D. C. 
Smith who has been active in the 
present movement also spoke on 
thfe work which had been done. 

.Tfie meeting then passed to the 
discussion of the active measures 
to be taken toward the formation 
of .the Association. While the dis- 
cussion was involved and at times 
very mixed, order was finally had 
and a motion by Mr. Smith that

Students Addressed 

An audience of Sbout^ thirty, 
including several members of 
the faculty, heard Prof. Coleman 
read a paper on the “Meaning of 
SociaWsrrt” at the first public nveet- 
ing of the G. W. U. Society for the 
study of Socialism. 

The lectxirer traced the changes 
in economic conditions from the 
Industrial Revolution to tht present 
time, laying particular emphasis on 
the revolutionary cliange that has 
taken place in that time hi the 
relation of the employer ter the 
employee. “The artisan of tlie 
eighteenth century,” he said, “was 
master of his trade. He owned 
his own tools, and if the conditions 
of his cmpio>Tnent did not mik 
him, he could set up an establish- 
ment of his own, across the street. 
Such a thing is impossible now. 
There are probably not ten men 
in Lynn who can make a wliole 
shoe. There is certainly pot one 
man in Lynn who, becoming dis- 
satisfied with hours or wages, 
could open an establishement to 
compete with his former employers. 
American labor is- no longer free.” 

Prof. Coleman tlien weiit on to 
show that Socialism, which means 
merely the collective ownership of 
all means of production and dis- 
tribution, was the only remedy that 
would give the laboring (dass of 
the world their lost freedom. He 
took occasion to refute the charges 
that Socialism has anything in 
confmon with Anarchism, Atheism, 
or Free Love. “We demand to 
be judged,” he said, “not by what 
every Tom, Didt and Harry, who 
calls himself a Socialist, says of us, 
but by our platform. I shall de^ 
fend everything contained in that 
platform. I shall not defend any- 
thing not contained in that plat- 
form.” 

The speaker concluded with the 
explanation that it was. not hoped 
that Socialism would canje -Sudden- 
ly, but that by gradual evolutioa 
of things, So^lism must come. 
“Far from Socialism being retard- 
ed by human nature, it is because 
human nature is what it js that 
Socialism is inevitable.”
